His name is Greenrood and he is 
charged with handling green goods.

Greenrood went into the’ saloon of 
Martin Fellhauer, 524 North WBighth 
street, at 8:45 p. m. Wednesday and 
tossed a roll of paper on the bar. 

“What do you think of it?” he asked 
James. Stevens, the bartender. “Looks 
like $600, don't it? I got it for $25.” 

Stevens looked at the paper and be- 
came interested. It consisted of scraps 
of real paper money pasted over strips 
of common blank paper cut the size of 
currency. : 

The figures had been torn ry a $20 
bili and each 2 was pasted on a sepa- 
rate piece of paper to make it represent 
a bill of that denomination. Then rem- 
nants of other bills were fitted to it. 
Counting\ the numerals on the various 
strips the amount totaled about $600, but 
the imitation money so much resembled 
crazy quilts that Stevens had to laugh.

Points to Loss of Innocent Lives 
in Editorial ‘‘Murder Is 
Murder.’

NEW YORK, May 4.—Kormer Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will have a signed arti- 
cle entitled ‘‘Murder Is Murder’ in-the 
Jutlook “this week, dealing with the 
Cynamiting of the Los Angeles Times 
and the arrests recently. made by De- 
tective Burns. Mr. Roosevelt savs: 

“There is one feature of the develop- 
ments as regards the arrest of certain 
alleged labor men in connection with 
the dynamite outrage perpetrated 
against the Los Angeles Times to which 
especial attention shouid be called. _If 
the explosion was not an accident, but 
the deliberate act of ahy ‘Iman or men, 
it" was an outrage of dastardly iniauity 
for it was one of these crimes in which 
the murderer, in order to gratify his 
spite against an individual, not merely 
wrecked’ that individual's property, but, 
with callous indifference, takes the lives 
of scores of innocent people as an 
incident to the achievement of his sin- 
ister and criminal purpose. The»men 
responsible for dynamiting the Los An- 
geles Times Building are responsible, 
not only for the wreck of the news- 
paper offices, but for the loss of many 
liver. 

Points to Burns’ Work. 

“The arrest. was made in consequence 
of testimony secured by Mr. Burns, 
who has been Mr. Heney’s right-handed 


man in bringing to justice grafters who} 


violated the law of the United States 
in Oregon and grafters who violated 
the laws of California in San Francisco. 
HMe,has proceeded with impartial se- 
‘verity against the most influential poli- 
ticians and the richest-»isiness men, It 
happens that thé men whom he has now 
arrested are.membere of a. labor or- 
ganization, just a» men whom he for- 
merly arrested were members of the 
Republican or Democratic patties or of 
great and wealthy corporations. 

“Tt would have been a) wicked thing 
in the former cases with which Mr. 
Burns had to do for leading Republicans 
or Democrats to combine to break him 
down and support the accused merely 
because the accused belonged to_their 
political parties a it would have been 
a wicked thing for big capitaHsts and 
big business men to make common 
cause with the capitalists against whom 
he proceeded merely because they were 
capitalists 

“Wherever any politician of either 
warty or any capitalist did actually take 
this position, whether in the case of the 
men prosecuted by Mr. Burns or in any 
other case. The Outiook unhesitatingly 
and severely denounced them.- 

Should Know Facts First. 

‘In exactly the same spirit I state the 
convictions of The Outlook in express- 
ing its hearty reprobation of the con- 
cuct of those labor leaders who, with- 
cut waiting to know anything of the 
facts of the. case, have_at once flown 
publicly to the defense of the alleged 
dvnamiters, whom Mr. Burns has now 
arrested, and who talk about the arrest 
es being part of a conspiracy against 
labor unions.’’ 

“No worse service can be rendered by 
labor union leaders .:o.‘the cause of 
tnionism than that which they render 
when they seek to identify the cause 
of unionism with the cause of any man 
guilty of a murderotis attack of this 
rature. I have no idea whether the 
mien arrested on Mr. Burns’ statements 
are or are not guilty; the labor leaders 
jn question have no idea whether or not 
they are They are entitled to an ab- 
solutely fair trial. If they have no 
money to provide counsel for them- 
selves, then it\would be entirely proper 
for any body of men to furnish them 
the requisite funds, simply as an inci- 
dent in securing them a fair trial, 

“But it is grossly improper to try to 
create a public opinion in favor of the 
arrested men, simply because the crime 
of which they are accused is committed 
against a capitalist or a corporation 
and because the men who are charged 
with committing it are members of a 
labor union. This is an iniquity as 
gross as it would have been if when, 
three years ago, the Sugar Trust was 
indicted.for swindling operations in the

INBACK OF HEAD: 
SURGEONS DID II 


City Hospital Patient Apparently 
Cured of Fits by Odd 
Transfer of Bone. 








PIECE. LOST FROM. SKULL 





Taken Out When He Was Hit 
With Club, Scalp Irritated 
Unprotected Brain. 





George Williams, a city hospital pa- 
tient, put his hand to the back of his 
read ‘and felt his sixth rib with it, 
Thursday, and said he was feeling fine. 
He is the only man in the city who has 
a rib in his head, surgeons at the hos- 
pital say. 

Williams, Whose home is in New Or- 
leans, Was admitted as a patient March 
2. A year and a half before this he 
had been struck on the head with a 
club, and in order to save his Nfe a 
portion of the parietal bone at the back 
of his skull was removed. 

Brain Cells Irritated. 

The pressure of the scalp on the un- 
protected membrane beneath it caused 
an irritation of the brain cells, and the 
effect was that Williams, who had been 
+ normal, healthy man, became subiect 
to frequent paroxysms resembling epii- 
leptic fits. . 

No one there wili tell the name -of the 
surgeon who conceived the idea of put- 
ting one of Wiliams’ ribs where the 
back of his skull ought to be. It is said 
at the hospital that he is a member of 
the visiting stuff and a strong believer 
irr medical ethics. + ae pint 

When this surgeon examined Williams 
he said that if another piece of bone 
were substituted for the missing section 
of skull, the fits would cease. 

Surgeons Say He In Cured. 

Dr. A. H. Sewing, resident physician 
at the’ hospital, says there have been 
many cases of bone grafting, but that 
Leretofore these operations have been 
confined to taking a slice of bone from 
one part of the skull and putting it on 
anviner. In Williams’ case this was 
Lupossible because so large a portion 
of the skull had already been removed. 

The visiting surgeon suggested that a 
rib would do.. Williams was placed un- 
der anesthetics and his sixth rib was 
removed. A piece 4 inches long and an 
inch wide was cut from the end of the 
rib. 

After being carefully scraped and 
polished, so as to obviate all chance of 
infection, it war carefully fitted into 
the hole’in Willams’ skull. The scalp 
was than sewn up over it. 

Williams has not had a fit since’ the 
operation was performed, and the hos-. 

ital surgeons say that he is ‘cured. 
They say there is no yecere of a similar 
operation.

St. Charles School Principal Re- 
considers Order Expelling 
Fraternity Boys. 





Upon the reqiiest of a committee from 
the Board of Curators of the St. Charles 
Military Academy, President Walter R. 
Kohr conditionally rescinded his action 
Wednesday in expelling 13 cadets who 
were members of the Phi Sigma Pi fra- 
ternity. 

The cadets were given, under the 
terms of Co]. Kohr’s new decision, until 
Thursday afternoon to do the following 
things, as conditions precedent to their 
reinstatement: 

Neet and’permanently disband the Phi 
Sigma Pi fraternity. 

Publicly apologize to the president for 
their conduct. 

Express their regret at not having 
obeyed orders, and their promise to sub- 
mit to the discipline of the school in the 
future.

The device is BO, simple 
that General Superintendent Burlingame 
said it is remarkable that nobody ever 
tnuought of the arrangement as a smoke 
consumer before. 

The device is so perfectly at the com- 
mand of the engineer that during the 
test the locomotive at times puffed fori 
dense smoke, and a few seconds later 
the smoke was hardly visible as it left 
the stack. 

Five Terminal locomotives,are now in 
the shops being equipped with the de- 
vice. Others will be equipped as fast as 
a few. engines can be spared from the 
traffic until the entire force pf loco-

senators, two representatives and the 
sergeant-at-arnis of the Senate have 
been indicted in connection with the 


bribery charges recently made here. 
Fourteen indictments in all were re- 
turned by the special grand jury, but 
the names of only six defendants were 
given out. The others will be made 
public just as soon as the arrests are 
made, which will be some time today. 
The grand jury still is at work. 

The indicted men are: Senator Isaac 
Huffman, Democrat, Butler County; 
Senator George K. Cetone, Democrat, 
Montgomery County; Senator I. R. An- 
drews, Republican, Lawrence County; 
Representative George B. Nye, Demo- 
erat, Pike County; Representative A. 
Clark Lowry, Republican, Lawrence 
County; Rodney K. Diegel, Democrat, 
Erie. County, sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate. 

Contributor's Friends Caught. 

Col. L. P. Martine. a manufacturer of 
fronton, was one of the largest 
to the fund used to enrploy the 
Burng detectives who uncovered the 
bribery scandal.

Stove Is Equivalent to Compulsory Military Ser- 
vice and Would Win Ballot—-A Review 
for the Post-Dispatch

HERBE’S a new solution of the suf- 
frage problem, and Frau Pauline 
Woerner, a leading advocate of 
woman’s rights, as Germany un- 

derstands them, has found it. | 

Let women do compulsory domestic 
service for the State, just as men per- 
form military duty, and behold the hand 
that wields the skillet will have earned 
the ballot just as thoroughly as that 
which holds the bayonet. 

At least th’s is Frau Woerner’s theory 
as expounded in a recent article in Die 
Deutsche. 

“Military service has vastly benefited 
the young men of Germany,” asserts 
this novel exponent of the idea that 
the way to man’s vote is through his 
stomach, ‘‘and enforced service as cooks 
and housemaids should be of equal ad- 
vantage to the female youth of Ger- 
many.” 

Forward, march, therefore, a mighty 
battalion of cooks and potential voters! 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, don’t waste 
your brilliant suffrage arguments on 
other anti-suffragists. Make these nice 

old gentlemen a chocolate pie or ask 
them to a repast prepared by your own 
bands. Ask them to sample sauerbraten 
mit kartoffel salad prepared by Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont or “smierkase_ mit 
schnittlauch’’ purveyed by Mrs. Clarence 
Mackay.

She has, she can have, no 
direct libality to government as man 
has. 

“The foundation of government is in 
its power to draft all the men of the 
country for its defense. That’s why 
women can give no equivalent for the 
baliot.”’ 

“But man’s liability {s potential,” 
I objected. “‘We had a war in 1776, an- 
nother in 1812, another in 1898, but wom- 
an's liability for service to the state is 
constant, actual. Men may be possible 
soldiers, but most women are actual 
mothers.”’ / 

“But government can't decree that 
women shall be mothers of sons. It 
can’t decree that they shall be mothers 
at all. It can say that men must come 
to the defense of their country in time 
of war.”’

“Second, women voters would inevi- 
tably become a privileged class, their 
mere exemption from military and na- 
val duties making them such.

“It is my earnest hope and belief that

‘The Waste 
of Impatience 


A Historical Instance of the Folly of Following a Fodl-

RED-BEARDED giant—the hand- 

somest and greatest man of his 

time—caine, in June, 1190, to a 

crowded bridge. Finding he would 
have to wait a little while before cross- 
ing he turwed aside in a fit of impa- 
tence and started to go through the 
river by a nearby ford. 

If he had not given way to this fool- 
ish whim for unnecessahy haste the 
date of the Holy Land and perhaps 
the story of all Burope might have been 
altered. 

The man was Frederick I, Emperor of 
Germany, nicknamed (because of his 
scarlet beard) ‘‘Barbarossa.”’ 

He managed, at the age of 29, to se- 


throne of Germemiry (despite the fact that 
his uncle, the late Emperor, had left a 
son) and ther began his task of con- 
quest. This was in 1152. 

He found Germany in bad condition. 
The petty principalities that made up 
the empire ere quarreling among 
themselves and rebelling against the 
Emperor's rule. Robber barons were 
laying ‘waste the country districts, crip- 
pling commerce and devastating 
land. The claims made in former years 
by Germany to the rulership of Italy 
and of other countries were disregarded. 
It was altogether a poor start for a 
man who hoped to be a second Charie- 
mange. : 

Barbarossa set to work, not only with 
the courage of a born warrior, but with 
the craft of a shrewd statesman. He 
knitted fast the loosened threads of loy- 
alty that bound the German princes to 
the empire, patched up their quarrels 
and grievances and bound them by ties 
of loyalty to himself. He made Ger- 
many greater than ever before, pros- 
perous, united, happy. He put down the 
robber barons mercilessly and made the 
country safe. 

Where an odd example of punishment 
was needed his quick brain readily 
found one. For instance, he captured 
14 ruling princes who had mutinied 
against his power and he forced them 
to walk up and down in front of his 
palace carrying dogs in ‘their arms. 
This was deemed an everlasting dis- 
grace and it quickly smashed the re- 
bellious princes’ pride. He also com- 
pelled the magistrates of one conquered 
city to kneel before him barefoot, clad 
in sackcloth, with ashes on their heads 
and ropes aroupd their necks. 

Having restored order at home he pro- 
ceeded to punish Italy for having cast 
off the German yoke. He ravaged the 
northern part of that country,, leveled 
the city of Milan to the ground and 
sowed its ruins with salt, quarreled with 
the Pope and won the rulership of Po- 
lana, Bohemta; Hungary and Burgundy.

So instead of waiting he rode into the 
water at a ford near by. The Calycad- 
nus was swollen by rain. The -Emper- 
or’s horse was swept from its feet and 
Barbarossa fell into the water. Weighed 
down. by his heavy armor he drowned 
before help could reach him. 


The German army,
